On Wednesday morning the 
leaders of the long processions of 
teams, heading towards Edmonton 
from all directions received a stunning 
surprise. No warehouse doors stand- 
ing invitingly open nor anxious buy- 
ers jostling each other off the loads 
in their endeavor to secure the prize. 
When. the eager buyer of the day be- 
fore was finally tracked to his lair, 
and the usual conundrum as to the 
price of Oats was propounded, the an- 
@wer wis that the warehouse was full, 
and that he could not bny until he 
could get cars. Or the price had gone 
down in the east and, be could ‘noi af- 
ford to pay what he had been paying, 
and indeed was rot very particular 
about buying for a while. Or the oais 
had turmed out below. standard and 
would have to stand a reduciior. All 
forenoom the procession of wagons 
kept moving in and stagnating about 
the streeis. Some loads were sold at 
reduced prices, others were stored to 
await a better turn in affairs, ‘and 
iti is reported tbat some were taken 
hhome again. As nearly as could be 
figured the drop in prices from the 
day, before was in the neighborhood 
of( four cents a bushel, according to 
quality of the oais. ‘The top price on 
@uesday was 27¢ and the, top price 
on Wednesday was reported to the 
Bulleiin as 73c. The great difference, 
however, was noi in the cents per 
bushel so much as in the fact that the 
cats were in demand at 27¢ on Tues- 
day and were not wanted on Wednes-~ 
day. One} farmer had drawn a load 
of oats on Tuesday for which he was 
paid 25'-2c. For a load from{ ‘ the 
same bin on Wednesday he was offer- 
ed 2lc. The greatest drop was in the 
cats below government standard, As 
a result of Wednesday’s slump in the 
market, deliveries on Thursday were 
very light, being almost confined io 
these who had contracts. Top prices 
45-0 quoted to the Bulletin by three buyers 
were 24c, 241-2c and 25c, while a 
a | fourth dealer was not buying at ali. 
The, range in prices is evidence that 
the bottom of tbe market is to say the 
leust loose. The fact that it recovered 
alittle from che slump of Wednesduy 
is a hopeful sign, but in view off the 
light deliveries may mean rothing ex- 


cept’ that deliveries were light, and 
ay that if deliveries become heavy ihe 
aaa | price, would drop again. The change 
sia from the boom which prevailed 


throughout November is startling and 
the reason is a fair subject for enquiry. 
So far as eastern demand and prices 
are; concersed there does not appear 
to be any cause for the sudden change 
im the situation here. The Montreal 
Star of Nov. 29th quotes 5le for No. 
2 oats in store, and 50¢ for Manitoba 
oats on the track to arrive. Mixed 
oats, the Siar of that date says, were 
recently sold at 501-2c. The railway 
rate from Edmonton to Montreal is 
l7c per bushel so that at the prices 
quoted in the Suar No. 2 oats of 34 
ibs. standard, are worth 33c on board 
the cars here, while oats of 38 pound 
standard should be worth more. 


The government contract price is 
270 to farmers at railway points for 
he 88 Ib. oats. As long as that contract 
aa balds oats of that standard should be 

ast worth’ that price. The contract has 
two weeks yet to 1.un so that whatever 
may occur after it expires buyers who 
hold agreements with the government 
and who have fulfi'led them, are in 
a position to pay the government price 
of 27c, Strathcona or 26c Edmonton. 

There being no natural cause for 
the drop in the market, there must 
be an artificial one, and it is not! far 
to seek. The 4and of philanthropisis 
composing the Winnipeg grain com- 
bine, who from the moment the gov- 
ernmeat ccnfraci was signed have ex- 
hausted every endeavor to prevent its 
being filled, knowing that so very lii- 
tle oats has yet gone forward on ‘the 
contract that itis now physically im- 
possible (vu fill it within the time limit, 
have come ¢o the Sage conclusion that 
they doua’t have to pay high prices any 
longer and have decided not to. The 
cats which under that contract would 
have left the continent and thereby 
relieved the market to the benefit of

A) casual reading of this precious 
resolution would ndét convey the idea 
contained in the ‘business telegrams of 
Tuesday night. But more than a cas- 
ual reading is necessary. No doubt 
the men who sent the telegrams, who 
were members of the same combine as 
the men who passed the resolution,— 
if not in some cases the same men,— 
knew what they intended when they 
framed it. That was the intention ex- 
pressed in the telegrams and that was 
the result. At first sight it would ap- 
pear} that the intention was to re- 
cognize the superior quality of Alberia 
oats by giving them a grade three 
pounds heavier than the standard. 
But the fact that the name Alberta 
is only to be applied to dimaged oats 
changes the situation very decidedly. 
Just how rottem this decision is can 
scarcely, be put in words. The reso- 
lution; sets forth the reason for the 
action of the grain standards board as 
heing the difference in character 
of the oats of the Territories, and by 
applying the name Alberta only ‘to 
damaged oats conveys the idea that 
the Alberta crop was the chief!y dam- 
aged crop of the West. This could 
only, have the effect of injuring the 
reputation; of Alberta oats generally 
and therefore lowering the price,— 
or as the Winnipeg telegranis put it 
“killing the business,” for the present. 
As a. matter of fact both last year and 
this Alberta oats bave been quoted 
inj the Winnipeg market- at prices 
abave Manitoba oats because of their 
superior quality. The principal rea- 
son Prof. Rohertsan had in atiempt- 
ing to supply the British war depart- 
ment was to get the superior quality 
of Alberta oats before the outside 
world. In no other part of the con- 
tinent of America could a contract 
for half a miliion bushels of oats 
weighing} 38 rounds aad over to the 
measured /-ushel have been filled. Al- 
though the contract bas not been filled 
it has not been for lack of either qual- 
ity, or quontity of the oats, but ‘be- 
cause the colleagues in the combine of 
the very men who passed the resolu- 
tion raid higher prices for. these very 
oate than the government could. In 
the part of Northern Alberta from 
Battle river north +here never was 
such a uniformily good sample of oats 
as| this season. And thai a bodiy of 
supposedly respectable men occupy- 
ing 4 partially official position should 
use that position to depreciate the val- 

me of such crop to the benefit, of 
themselves} and their colleagues con- 
stitutes a scandal of the first magni- 
tude, and shows clearly that the re- 
sponsibility of dealing with Tain 
standards cannot Safely be left 

to any such ‘wdy. An im- 
mediate demand should be made 
for the revocation of the powers which 
they have so rankiy misused. The 
grades fixed are the strongest con- 
demnation of the resolution. To class 
oats weighing 37 pounds to the bushel 
as injured when 34 pounds is standard 
weight reads like a joke if it were not 
such a serious matter. The admission 
that} a sufficient Ercoportion of Al- 
berta, oats to make. it necessary to 
classify them separately weigh three 
pounds per bushel over the standard is 
really an admission of their superior 
quality,

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PLAINLY A COMBINE. 

The Indian Head Vidette of recent 
issue publishes some very interesting 
correspondence on the question of car 
shortage, at that point. Indian Head 
is one of the largest poinis for wheat 
delivecy in the West. 

On Nov. 13th the board of trade 
passed a resolution declaring that the 
elevators were blocked and business 
suspended for want of cars. The re- 
solution was wired to the Winnipeg 
Free Press, Telegram and Tribune, but 
was not published until the resolution 
was forwarded in writing with a re- 
quest for insertion. On Nov. 2ist, a 
letter appeared inthe Free Press sign- 
edi by seven grain buyers at Indian 
Head declaring that pot a load of 
wheat had heen turned away from the 
market during ‘he ceason. 

The board of trade met again, ex- 
pressed surprise at the statements of 
the letter, and reiterated their first 
statement as to the car shortage and 
condition of the market.

They met again on Sept. 25th, and 
recéived letters from several persons 
affected by the blockade. One man 
had been turned away from both the 
Hastings and the Dominion Elevator.

Three other men «tated that on the 
date of the letter of the elevator buy- 
ers to the Free Press, three of the men 
who! signed the letter were refusing 
td buy because their elevators were 
full..

He stated that samples bad 
been sent to Chicago to be tested, and 
that) everything was being done ito 
prevent a recurrence of the evil. 

We canuot profess to determine how 
far the explanation offered can be ac- 
cepted as acquitting the company of a 
charge of attempting to dispose of an 
inferior quality of oil, or as acquitting 
the Dominicn inspector of carelessness 
ot incompetence in his work of inspec- 
tion. But this much is certain that 
the law, ought to protect the consum- 
ers. If it is mot full enough or strict 
enough it ought to be amended. If the 
law is all right and ‘it is only the in- 
Spection that is wrong, then the in- 
spectore should be removed or aroused 
to their duty. Canada is now in the 
bands of a monopoly, thanks to the 
Boveroment, and the least that can 
now be done is to enforce such regula- 
tions that the supply shal] be good in 
quality and as reasonable as possible 
in prices. This is clearly a case for 
investigation. >

Country wheat — The siate of 
the country wheat market may be 


judged from our reports of the grain 
movement given elsewhere in this is- 
sue. Farmers are not getiing much 
encouragement to deliver wheat owing 
to ihe congested condition of many 
of{ the market points, but they still 
continue to ao so, and in many| cases 
have been obliged to find temporary 
storage in gutbuildings and other 
places owing to the fact that elevators 
and grain warehouses are full. From 
some points we hear of them having 
to haul wheat back home Again oaw- 
ing to inability to find even tempor- 
ary accommodation for it. In spite of 
these facts there seems to be no tand- 
ency on the part of dealers to reduce 
prices, and we learn of prices this 
week ranging all the way. from 50q‘to 
60c per bushel, according to quality 
and rate of freight. > 
Oats—The oat market seems quiet- 
er this week and to-day’s telegrams 
from, tke east report an easier feeling 
there and absence of quotations. The 
first rush of orders to meet require- 
ments created by shortage of eastern 
creps seems to have subsided and the 
market may now sag off a little. We 
have not been able to learn of any; ac- 
tual transactions for export account 
this) week, and local feed merchants 
are getting enough street oats to meet: 
their requirements, so that carlot busi- 
ness has been confined to the mills. 
Prices being paid to farmers at coun- 
try points for No. 2 white oats range 
around 32c, Brandon rate of freight, 
Street oats here are worth 34 to S6c 


per bushel. 


Barley—Deliveries are improving 
and in the opinior of the trade there 
is a promising outlook for barley, as 
it is the cheapest grain we have tto- 
day at present prices.

THE GRAIN MOVEMENT. 

Commercial, Nov. 30.—The grain 
movement has continued on an 
active scale this week. On Mon- 
day Winnipeg inspection figures show- 
ed 494 cars of all kinds of grain, Tues- 
day 456 cars, Wednesday 310 cars and 
Thursday 362 cars. Up to Nov. 21 a 
total ef 19,271 cars of wheat had been 
inspected of this crop, compared with 
4,917 for the same period of 1900 and 
14,9122 for the like period of 1899, 
Besides wheat, 547 cars of oats, bar- 
ley and flaxseed has been inspected, of 
this crop. Receipts of wheat at Fort 
William to date of this crop have 
been over 10,000,000 bushels, and this 
has fbeen practically all shipped east- 
ward. A! couple of weeks ago Fort 
Wiliiam elevators were nearly full of 
wheat, owing partly to delays caused 
to shipping by siorms on the lake. 
Shipments the past two weeks from 
Fort Willaim, however, have fbeen 
very heavy, and this week there wers 
more, boats offering than could be 
loaded. 

The 19,271 cars of wheat shown in 
the inspection reiurns up to Noy. 21 
would represent about 16,000,060 bush- 
els. Of this total, about 10,000,000 
bushels have goae to Fort William as 
stated, 2,000,000 io Port Arthur, 3,- 
000,000 to Duluth and the balance to 
flour mills at Winnipeg and Keewatin. 
Shipments since Nov. 21 from country 
points! would add nearly 2,000,000 
bushels te the total of 16.000,000 
bushels, making about 18,000,000 
bushels of this year’s wheat ¢rop re- 
ceived, at and furwarded eastward 
from Winnipeg, including wheat now 
in transit to lake ports. Considerable 
wheat is in transit to Duluth. Grain 
men say that the Nortbern Pacific has 
been; moving the grain very slowly 
and the wheat is strung all along that 
line from the Manitoba boundary to 
Duluth.

Bishop Girouard, of Athabasca, who 
is in Montreal, was recently inter- 
viewed by the Star, as follows;

The speaker was His Grace Bishop 
Girouard, the venera‘le missionary in 
charge of the Athabas*a and Macken- 
zie dicceses. A member of the oblate 
order, he has beer among the Indians 
in| the Northwes: since 1848. 

“You see,” the bishop went en lo cay, 
while in conversation with a Star re- 
presentative to-day, “the only reason 
why two great districts of Peace river 
and the Liard valley have not been 
snatched up already is that they are 
too far from any railway. 

“The Peace river would only be about 
three bundred miles from Edmonton. 
Gold has already been found in quite 
large quantities, and in the upper parts 
of the river coal, as also coal oil wells, 
have been located. The Liard valley 
is not more than five hundred miles 
from Peace river, and here a country 
is to be found thajt is unexcelled for 
ranching and farming purposes in any 
part of the Northwest. l am sure if 
such a railway was built it would not 
be very long before it would become 
the great road to the Yukon district. 

I have travelled over the entire coun- 
try right up to Dawson, and have stud- 
ied its possiéi'ities. Then see the great 
amount of Canadian territory that 
would be opened.”

To those who bave visited or exploit- 
ed other camps, it may he interesting 
to know that the available ground is 
very much more extensive than the 
Ailia fields are, where Mr. Meidrum 
worked and explored for a period of 
three months.

Alt a recent meeiing of the Canadian 


“ Sankers Association, President Clous- 


ton gave some gratifying statements 
regarding the increase of trade and 
presperity in Cxnada.

Experiments have recently been 
made at the Central Experimental

1. That the one great controlling fac- 
tor in the quality of the pork of’ finisb- 
ed pigs lies in the character of the food 
employed. 

2. That Indiauw corn and beans tend 
to softness; 1. e. i» increase the per- 
centage of oleia in ‘he fat. If these 


| grains are used they wret be fed ju- 


diciously if first class firm pork is to 
be produced. If fed in conjunction | 
with skim milk, it has often shown 
that a consieerahle proportion of In- 
diam corn may be used in the grain 
ration without injuring the quality of 
the pork. 

3. That a grain ration consisiing 
of a mixture cf oa‘s, peas and bar- 
ley, in equal parts, gives a firm pork 
of excellent quality. 

4.That skim milk not on'y tends 
to thriftness and rapid growth, but 
counteracts in a very marked manner 
any tendency to softness. 

5. That rape, pumpkins, artichokes, 
sugar beets, turnips and mangolds can 
be fed in conjunction with a good 
ration without injuring the quality of 
the pork. 

6. That the fat of very young pigs 
and; animals ef unthrifty growth is 
softer than that of finished rigs that 
have increased steadily to the finish- 


ing weighi. '

higher than similar works in Eastern 
Canada, and the pressure to be car- 
tied will be double the average press- 
ure carried by other places; but you 
have: no rock to contend with, your 
source, of supply is at your door, twa 
points in your favor. 

“At Smith’s Falls, Ontario, eighty 
per cent. of the trenching is in solid 
rock, and at Petrvlea, Ontario, ithe 
pumping! station is distant twelve 
miles in a straight line from town.

Plaindealer, Strathcona. 

Up to the day when. Professor Rob- 
ertsomn met the grain dealers 
of Northern Alberta in Cal- 
gary the highest price paid for oais 
here was 22 cents, and only the very 
best brought that price, though there 
were half a dozen buyers on the 
market. Prof. Robertson at that time 
arranged that ihe dealers should 
receive) ‘27 cents per bushel and 
insisted that the farmer should re- 
ceive 24c at least. He tried to make 
it 25c but the grain men declined ito 
take the risk of the government’s 
tigid inspection as to weight ,quality 
and; condition fer shipment on a 
Z cent margin.

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DEVELOP THE NORTH. 

The immense deliveries of grain in 
Edmonton as distinct from Strath- 
cona, and the large part of the 
Strathcona receipts which come from 
north of the river, give some indica- 
tion of the ultimate value of the agri- 
cultural country lying north and west 
of Edmonton. People at a distance 
unacquainted with the facts are apt 
to consider th end of the railroad as 
the; jumping off place, the. end of 
everything. They naturally argue 
that the interest of the projectors of 
the railway was to carry it as far as 
good country extends, and that the 
fect of its stopping where it did fin- 
dicates that the country beyond was 
not valuable. Possibly some such 
idea, may have been in the minds $f 
the) projectors of the railway at the 
time. Then the ccuntry had not been 
tested, and it was not .emarkable that 
the cost of crossing Lhe Saskatchewan 
should have deterred the company 
from pushing further north, at that 
tirue. Since then, however, ex- 
perience has demonstrated not only 
tha: there is 2 vast area of country 
nor'h of the Saskatchewan fitted for 
settiement but that it is the most at- 
tractive and productive section of ‘the 
whole Northwest. It is easy to say 
this and just as easy io deny it. But 
thei long lines of teams bringing in 
the grain grown tiis season places the 
maiter beyond argument. There is a 
couniry north of the Saskatchewan 
which ic worth developing and which 
needs tailway enterprise for its de- 
velopment. But it is not only the 
country immediately north and west 
of the river which is worthy of such 
attention. The Athabasca, Peace and 
Liard rivers offer a field for agricul- 
tural and indusirial enterprise second 
only, if indeed second, to the Saskat- 
chewan valley itself. The farming 
country which radiates from Edmon- 
ton, from northeast to southwest, re- 
quires' railway construction in more 
than) one direction in order that its 
unrivalled fertility may be fully de- 

veloped. The navigation of the 
Athabasca with its spruce forests and 
its petroleum beds offers traffic ready 
for the first railway. to reach its 
banks and the more distant Peace 
river with its 500 miles of magnifi- 
cent navigation, with its remarkable 
scenic beauty, and its mild climate and 
magnificent soi] offers a field for de- 
velopment not excelled on the contin- 
ent; or in the world. Everything 
points to the early development of the 
region; west aud southwest of Ed- 
monton to the mountains at an early 
date by the Canadian Northern rail- 
way under the Edmonton, Yukon and 
Pacific charter which they hold. This 
much may be taken for granted, es- 
pecially if thet company and the Brit- 
ish Columbia government came to 
am arrangemert about the line across 
the northern portion of that province. 
Such a line would naturally run as 
directly as possible to the Jasper pass, 
and would open up a mogt valuable 
country, Out 1. would leave the greater 
part of the agricultural region tribu- 
tary to Edmonton, and the Athabasca 
and Peace river countries untouched. 

It is to be hoped that the same mis- 
take will not be made wiih the Cana- 
dian Northern as was made with the 
Cc. P. R. When the first ‘transcontin- 
antal line was completed the country 
accepted that as the completion of the 
work of ‘evelopment, and sat siill for 
many years. It was not completion; it 
was only commencement. And the 
building of a second transcontinental 
line will not be very much nearer com- 
pleting the deve'opment of the Great 

Vest than was the first one. One 
railway will not effectually develop the 
regions north and west of Edmonion, 
nor) will two nor ‘hree. The joint 
which we here should emphasize is that 
there is room «an opportunity not 
only for one but for more than one 
railway, in the development of the 
country lying, north and west and tri- 
butary to Edmonior. Nor is there any 
reason why there should be delay ‘in 
the work of development. No doubi 
the Canadian Northern will be ioo 
fully occupied for the next few years 
ix) carrying through their main line 
to the Pacific coasi, to do much in the 
way, of constructing branches for 
local development. But the C. P; R. 
has a scheme of paralleling the Cana- 
dian Northerr. in the Saskatchewan 
valley, and ;resumably across Norih- 
ern British Columbia, under the Norih- 
west Ceniral charer recently acquir- 
ed, The buik of the iand selected by 
the C. P. R. and still unsold lies be- 
tween and adjacent to the Battle and 
Saskatchewan rivers in Northern Al- 
berita and Western Saskaichewan. 
Nearly, a million acres of the grant 
bas been selected north and west of

on the Northwest Central branch was 
beiug actively pushed this season, and 
in the fall Messrs. L.;A. Hamilton and 
T. E. Griffin, of the C. P. R. land

The bridge across the Sas- 
katchewan is as free to une company 
as to another,—was bonused and built 
with) that undersianding,—this point 
is the bead of navigation ou the ‘river 
and the business centre of the district, 
there is therefore every reasom why the 
C. P. R. might weil be in@uced ta aid in 
developing the wes* and north.- 

It is admitted that the two best rail- 
way passes through the Rocky Moun- 
tains are the Jasper and the Pine river. 
At present both the Canadien Northern 
and the Northwest Central are di- 
rected towards the Jasper. Both 
roads cannot very well use the one 
pass any more than one ‘Toad can use 
the two pagses. Whichever pass is 
taken: by the road first’ constructed, 
the other is left open to its competitor. 
The) Jasper route gives the shortest 
line to the coasi, but the Pine river 
route passes through a vast stretch of 
the) magnificent Peace river country 
on this side of the mountains before 
reaching the pass. One cannot block 
the other and roads crossing the Saa- 
katchewan at Edmonton and heading 
for these two passes would give suffi- 
cient divergenve to go far towards sup- 
plying the most pressing present needs 
of the se*tlemenits west and northwest 


of Edmonton at least.

lumbia, that the Canadian Northern 
railway is to be an issue, if not the 
issue, upon which that government 
proposes to appeal to the people for 
a continued lease of power. Develop- 
ment of the northern part of the ipro- 
vince is the battle cry, and it is a 
good one. Not ‘ecause the cry itself 
appeals to the people of British Co- 
lumbix, who have always been suffer- 
ing from having more natural re- 
sources available than they had the de- 
sire or ability to use, but beeause the 
scheme appeals strongly to the inter- 
ests of Vancouver Island and the city 
of Victoria. Ever since the Canadian 
Pacific scheme was first talked of Vic- 
toria, which dominates Vancouver Is- 
fand, has dreamed of being the ter- 
minus. That dream was blotied out 
for a time with the actual construction 
of the C. P. R. to Vancouver. But 
from time to time it has been revived 
and now seems to be taking definite 
shape in connection with the Canadian 
Nerthern. The signs are favorable. 
The} Canadian Northern is an active 
and enterprising company. The 
Dunsmuir government is essentially a 
Varcouver Island government. It is 
somewhat in straits just now as - fo 
support’ and veeds a good cry upon 
which to appeal to the electors. The 
Caniadian; Northern scheme fills the 
bill. There is every reasonable pros- 
pect therefore that the completion of 
the Canadian Northern from Edmon- 
tonj through the Jasper pass to the 
Pacific coast with its terminus at Vic- 
toria) has at least become a leading 
political question in the Pacific pro- 
vince. ‘ 

The original C. P. R. scheme was that 
the road should follow the Saskatche- 
wan) valley, go through the Jasper 
pass, develop Cariboo, and Northern 
British Columibia generally, and reach 
saltwater probably at Bute Inlet; but 
instead of stopping there should cross 
the straite by a stupendeous bridge or 
a ferry and then traverse the south- 
erly part of Vancouver Island to Vic- 
toria. The Canadian Northern scheme 
is a revival of the original C. P. R. 
The Victoria and Nanaimo railway on 
Vancouver Island, which belongs to 
Premier Dunsmuir, is a link of the sys- 
tem, and was built on Dominion bon- 
uses granted as compensation to the 
Island for making the terminus of the 
Cc. P. R. at Vancouver on the main 
lend. There seems to be nothing un- 
reasonable or improbable in the Cana- 
dian) Northern project and evidently 
an active campaign in its interest is 
about to be entered upon jn the poli- 
tics} of the province. All of which 
looks. favorable for the completion of 
Canada’s second great transcontinent- 
al highway.

There seems to be no question that 
the coal oil supplied to customers west 
of Jake Superior by the Imperial Oil 
Company has been a cause of great in- 
convenience and loss. Complaints 
come from all districts, and they are 
all the seme. The oil wil! burn but 
will not produce light. With the oil 
refiniog of Canada in the bands of one 
company, as it is, this becomes a ‘very 
serious matter. If there were compe- 
tition in Canada the evil would soon be 
rectified, for the dealer who was vic- 
timized by one refinery company would 
not buy from the same company again. 
But there is no other Canadian com- 
pany to buy from and the dealer who 
purchases from competing companies 
in the States is met by, a ‘duty, of five 
cents a gallon. There seems to be a 
general impression in Canada tbat 
there is only ore oil refinery enter- 
ptise in the States. That is not the 
case. There are several And al- 
though the Standard Oil Company is 
by far the largest the others are suf- 
ficiently large to hold the Standard Oil 
Company fairly well in check, as re- 
gards both quality and prices. Aside 
from ithe plain and immediate neces- 
sity of more rigid government inspec- 
tien of all oil reiined or sold in Canada, 
it would appear that the action of ‘the 
Canadian branch of the Standard Oil 
monopoly renders it necessary that the 
protection of 5 cents a, gallon which 
it at present enjoys should either be 
reduced, to a revenue basis of say a cent 
a gallon or abolished altogether. There 
could not be a clearer case of the duty 
being used to rob the consumer than 
this case of the general delivery of in- 
ferior oil to Canadian comsumers by 
a company enjoying such high pro- 
tection. It is generally conceded that 
the present specific duty of 5c a gal- 
lon, on coal «il is equal tq about! a 75 
pen cent duty, while a 20 per cent 
duty, is generally considered to be a 
fair revenue rate. There never were 
any circumstances justifying such pro- 
tection to the Canadian oil industry, 
and if there ever were there are none 
now! wuen the refining industry has 
admittedly become a branch of an 
American monopoly, and abuses its 
position, by supplying such an infer- 
ior article to Canadian consumers. 

It} is a favorite assertion ‘by op- 
position, papers that the change in 
the tariff on oil made by the present 
government is the cause of the refin- 
ing industry passing into the control 
off the Standard Oil Company. The 
duty was reduced from 6c.to 5c a igal- 
lon. That the government made a 
mistake in reducing the duty may be 
admitted,—not however, because a re- 
duction was made but because the re- 
duction was not greater. . Whatever 
right’ to protection the Canadian oil 
refining industry ever had it has for- 
feited by its recent action, and now 
is the time for consumers of oil to 
speak out. ' ' | 


\ AS TO OATS. | ° 


The Calgary Herald of recent date 
has the following in regard to the wat 
situation in Alherta; 

“There appears to he some danger 
that the order which the British gov- 
ernment placed in Canada for Alberta 
oats for South Africa will not be fill- 
ed. The immediate effect of placing 
the order appears to have been am ad- 
vance in the eastern market. There 
has been .a crop shortage in the east 
and the local demand has run up} the 
price higher than has been known for 
years. There seems to be a consequent. 
disinclination on the partit of Alberta
